An amendment of 1/5/07 amended the abstract and claims 1-3, 20-23 
and 25. 

Claims in the application are 1-39. 
5 Claims 28-39 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 

37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being 
no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 4/4/06. 
Claims examined on the merits are 1-27. 
10 The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in 

this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
15 distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claims are unclear. by claim 1 in the last two lines requiring 
material to deposit on the substrate on the protrusion. This is 
unclear as to whether the material deposited or the substrate is on 
20 the protrusion. The claim should recite ''deposit from the first fluid 
on the protrusion of the substrate". 

Claim 2 is unclear for the same type of reason as claim 1 by 
requiring the material to deposit on the substrate in the recess. The 
claim should recite "deposit from' the second fluid in the recess of 
25 the substrate". 
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Conclusion 

Claims 2 6 and 27 are allowed. 

Claims 1-25 are free of the prior art.
